worked and curious as to who should 
be there, th»y bad walked up quietly 
toward the lights. Sore their story be- 
came more confused. Cthere were two 
men, they inflated— and they ware cer- 
tain that they were dwnrtn. They bail 
noticed them carefully and described 
them as little men, with groat picks, 
who w«r» digging or burying some- 
thing In tb« day door at the foot ot 
on« of the props. A sudden terror bad 
•eiMd them, and they bad not delayed 
to make farther investigation, but on 
the way out they had talked together 
and had decided that those two strange 
creatures had been burying some Irons- 
use— "a pot of gold." ofle of thorn' ar- 
gued.

of lu presence, would be occupied In 
loading his car. If thr man turned end 
for even a fraction ol a second bis 
eyes rested upon the phantom the
